LB 82, 
I s a battle-scarred old warrior 
awaiting once more triumph or defeat at ths 
hands of the Nebrask a legislature. 
LB 82 s been 
around. 
It k nows ail of the answers—all but one. 
Approximately a quarter of a century ago LB 82, 
all dressed up in anotner number, was a sweet young 
thing, just mak ing a debut in the presence of selected 
company—the law mak ers of Nebrask a. 
That was back 
in the days when “rights” and ‘ equality’’ were occupy­ 
ing front row position in the suffrage chorus— when 
Mrs, W. E. Bark ley—Mrs. H. H. Wheeler and a number 
of other Lincoln women, able, persistent and courageous, 
headed the feminine stampede against discrimination, 
dem anded that women be recognized as intelligent hu­ 
man beings, and that they be put on an equal looting 
W’lth men when it came to the m atter of voting. 
The battle was eventually won, of course. But the 
women of Nebrask a made one mistak e. 
They failed to 
mention to the attorney general that the right to jury 
service also should be included in the equality measures 
for women. 
Had that been done poor LB 82 would 
have long since been resting in peace. 
This year, after several attempts on the part of 
women to be made eligible for jury duty, the bill comes 
to town again for a return engagement. 
It was here 
sometime in the early twenties— It was here in 19 31, and 
again in 19 33 and 19 35— and nothing happened. 
The trouble seemed to be that there were two 
schools of though; on the matter of jury service for 
women, the mandatory school and the optional school. 
Neither side could win from the other, and eventually 
the bill would die a natural death. 
This is a war year . . . 
But this is a war year. 
Help has gone from the 
farms, the ranches, from business, to tak e up arms 
against the enemy. 
That means that the ranchers, the 
farmers, the business men can't possibly leave their 
affairs for the length of time necessary for jury service. 
That means they may be excused—and that means that 
someone HAS to tak e their places as jury m en—So— why 
not jury women? 
THE bill is introduced this session by Senator J. 
H. Anderson of Scottsbluff, who, m commentating upon 
his bill, stated that at least in his section of the state 
it was almost impossible to get a jury together. 
How­ 
ever, Senator Anderson is not mak ing his bill merely 
an emergency issue— It is a bill which he believes should 
be passed, and one that should be permanent. 
Because of the war, and because of the fact that 
Senator Anderson has a one hundred per cent endorse­ 
ment of his measure from the various women’s organiza­ 
tions. 
The state federation of Business and Professional 
Women's clubs has gone down on the dotted line for the 
passage of the bill—And in Lincoln this w’eek , the state 
board of the Nebrask a Federation of Women's clubs, also 
endorsed the bill at their two-day meeting. 
W omen are for i t .. . 


Women generally are for the bill—The experienced 
hands among the feminine contingent of students of 
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i Fa te o f LB 82 Will Tell the Ta le j 


legislation say that the bill has not passed before because 
men have been opposed to it. 
“They had an argum ent— if you can call such a 
statement an argument,” said one pioneer for women’s 
rights, “that women’s place was in the home. 
That she 
should not be subjected to hearing the things she would 
have to listen to in a court room.” 
Other women, interested in all measures pertaining 
to what they consider the welfate of women, consider 
the attitude of most men towards potential women 
jurors as an insult to the women’s intelligence. 
“There is no reason,” they say, “why a woman 
could not mak e as good a juror as a man. 
She has just 
as much intelligence, uses just as good judgm ent—in 
some instances would use better judgment.” 
Attorneys also have been accused of being bitterly 
opposed to the bill—So two women attorneys in the city 
were invited to give their reactions. 
Said one of them: 
* 
“I suppose there is no good reason why women 
should not serve on a jury. 
They will mak e as good 
jurors as men. and they will render just as unbiased 
an opinion— BUT. I don’t think it is a pleasant situation 
for women, especially women who have homes and 
families." 
The other one said: 
“I haven’t read the bill and I don’t k now’ exactly 
w hat it contains, but I 
believe primarily that jury 
service for women should not be compulsory. 
As a war 
time measure I think it w’ould be quite all right. 
Men of various opinions . . . 


Masculine legal minds differ on the question. 
“I’m against it,” bluntly stated one well k nown 
Lincoln attorney. 
“I have tried cases in states where 
women served on the jury, and it just didn’t seem riglu. 
I think it is a little out of a woman's sphere. 
If you 
could have business women it might work out all right, 
but business women w-ouldn’t leave their work to serve. 
“Then, too— I’m afraid that women jurors w-ould be 
just lik e women witnesses— They let their hearts rule 
their heads. 
“And another thing—you can’t find out anything 
about a woman. 
When a man is called tor jury duty 
you learn what his business is, where he work s, how long 
he’s been at it — and little by little you can piece to­ 
gether a picture of his mentality. 
But you couldn’t 
do that with a home m ak er—You wmuld have nothing 
upon which to base your opinion as to whether she 
would be a good juror on the case or not. 
A housewife's point of view . . . 


One housewife, who several years ago was more or 
less associated with courts and trials and juries, says 
that she is opposed to jury service for women. 
“It is anything‘but a privilege,” she said. “In fact, it 
would be most embarrassing for women.” 
She went on to tell the story of a woman in another 
state who was ostracized by her townswomen because 


she was a court reporter, and sat in the court room lis­ 
tening to all of the horrible cases that came up for trial. 
Women didn't choose to associate with her. 
Another Lincoln attorney states that he hasn’t any­ 
thing against jury service for women, but he believes 
that it should be optional, 
“Women have the same intelligence and good judg­ 
ment that men have,” he wisely said, “but 1 can see no 
reason why women should mak e a point of serving. In 
many instances it would only mean more complications 
for them.” 
The League of Women Voters—state and local, are 
endorsing the jury service bill. 
“ It would be of great benefit to the courts,” said 
the groups spok esman. Women have more qualified in­ 
telligence, and would serve equally as well— if not better 
—than the average man. 
Although the P. T. A. has made no public endorse­ 
ment as yet, the president of the Lincoln Council, 
P. T. A., believes that it is the duty of women to serve 
now that so many men have gone to the service. 
“ I, for one, have a great deal of respect for the in­ 
telligence of women, and their ability to think things 
through,” she stud. 
“I certainly think women should 
serve.” 
The business women say 


One of the business women—an executive—that 
group recommended by one of the attorneys—says that 
there is no reason why women should not tak e their 
places on juries—provided they are not mentally un­ 
stable. 
Another business woman sums it up this way: 
“No one can reasonably say that women would not 
mak e good jurors, at least as good as men. But some­ 
times men do not mak e good jurors, either. Any juror, 
man or woman, unless he or she has more than ju st- 
average intelligence, is very apt to be prejudiced for o r '5 
against the persons involved in the case. 
“ If the women want to serve, there is no reason 
why they should not. My only thought in opposition is 
that women may be ruled more by sentiment than good 
judgment. They have good judgment, but every now and 
then sympathy for someone in distress gets the better 
of it.” 
"All I can say,” said another home mak er, “is that 
I’ll wager there will be a big run on handk erchiefs if 
women serve on juries. The sales will probably be so 
large that handk erchiefs would have to be rationed. 
Women just naturally are sympathetic, and some of the 
things they would hear would bring on quite a flood of 
tears from many of the women.”

As To Senato r No rris 


“ QENATOR NORRIS,” says a co ntempo rary in 
Nebraska, ‘‘in the days o f his vigo r and inde­ 
pendence, used to inveigh savagely against ‘lame 
duck* appo intments, but Nebraska’s distinguished 
majo r pro phet is no lo nger critical. And tho ugh 
criticism may no t always be well-fo unded, there 
is merit in the No rris co ntentio n that a public o f­ 
ficial, having 
been 
repudiated in his o wn co n­ 
stituency, sho uld be left fo r awhile in private life 
to meditate o n his sins and erro rs and firmly re­ 
so lve to co rrect them.” 
Particular inspiratio n fo r the jab at Senato r 
No rris was the appo intment by the president o f 
Prentiss Bro wn to head OPA and Jo hn Lee in an­ 
o ther federal agency. 
It so happens thro ugho ut mo st o f his admin­ 
istratio n Mr. Ro o sevelt was no t o verly bo thered 
with his pro blem o f lame ducks. His victo ries were 
so sweeping bo th in 1932 and 1936 that they carried 
sco res o f demo crats into o ffice with him. 
But back to Senato r No rris, perhaps the critic 
is aware that he was no t o ccupying a seat in the 
senate at the time that the appo intment o f Bro wn 
and Lee were submitted. Senato r No rris himself 
was tendered appo intments which he refused to ac­ 
cept. It seems difficult at times fo r a co ntempo rary 
to give Senato r No rris credit where credit is due. 
He no t o nly wro te the lame duck amendment 
but gave it fo rce in his o wn individual case. An’ that 
is so methin’ in anybo dy’s language in these days.

\ BILL Pr°P°sin8 revisio n o f the Nebraska pri­ 
mary has made its appearance in the Nebraska 
Unicameral legislature. 
It has the suppo rt o f the leaders o f bo th m a­ 
jo r po litical parties in Nebraska. 
Mo re than that primary revisio n o f so me nature 
has the blessing o f mo st peo ple in Nebraska, who

The particular bill that has been intro duced may no t 
meet the appro val o f all peo ple genuinely interested

There have been mil­ 
lio ns and millio ns spent alo ng it to make the Ohio 
river behave, and at no time has there been any dis­ 
po sitio n in any sectio n o f the co untry to begrudge 
the expenditure made to alleviate flo o d disaster.

It will he reco gnized that whenever limitatio ns 
are established fo r any o ne class o r gro up, ulti­ 
mately they may be established fo r all classes and 
gro ups. 
That is po ssible. 
The next step then 
is whether it is likely that amo ng o ther things the 
go vernment shall step o ut and undertake to make 
itself supreme o ver every individual who co mes 
under its autho rity. 
There have been times when 
in the high co ntro versy o f these years it has ap­ 
peared that fears have been kindled and fanned 
far beyo nd necessity. 
Fears expressed in parti­ 
san sense—including the frequent charge that free 
electio ns were to be abo lished in America—never 
have materialized. 
Undo ubtedly in the spirit o f free enterprise 
tho usands o f men o f large inco mes have made 
co mmitments fo r insurance, and fo r o ther things 
that leave little upo n which they actually may 
live under the limitatio n established. 
Tho se facts 
are entitled to full co nsideratio n and tho ught. 
But the basic fact still remains that the w ar 
must be paid fo r, to the degree po ssible, and the 
who le argument gets do wm to what degree is po s­ 
sible, and ho w. 
Usually it winds up by mo st o f us 
ho ping that the o ther fello w will pay fo r the war.

Logs For Producing 


Vital War Weapons 


Farm ers owning black w alnut 
trees were urged today by Earl 
G. 
M axwell 
of 
the 
University 
of Nebrask a college of agricul­ 
ture to investigate the possibility 
of selling the trees for war p ur­ 
poses. 
The logs are needed for 
the manufacture of gunstock s. 
Maxwell said the WPB has ad­ 
vised black w alnut 
tree 
owners 
that to date the vvanut production 
has been sufficient to meet the 
nation’s greatly expanded need in 
producing gunstock s and for air­ 
craft. 
However, as the war pro­ 
gresses more walnut trees must 
be used in supply ing the armed 
forces with guns. 
Many black w alnut trees are 
found in the eastern third of Ne­ 
brask a, the forester say s. 
F arm ­ 
ers owning them are 
urged 
to 
write to walnut log buy ers for 
definite information on prices and 
quality of logs needed. 
Maxwell 
has a list of the buy ers and will 
be glad to send them to interested 
parties. 
However, the forester say s that 
trees must be 12 inches or more in 
diameter and the measurem ent is 
made at the small end of the log 
under the bark . 
The price re­ 
ceived depends upon the quality of 
the lumber. 
In addition, replanting of trees 
sold for w ar purposes is strongly 
recommended. 
The walnuts grow 
largely along streams and where 
moisture is plentiful and the soil 
is rich.

three-y ear embargo on Detroit 
dealings with a dozen or more 
minor league affiliates involved 
in the decision and lik ewise pro­ 
hibited the Tigers from mak ing 
any passes at the emancipated 
talent. 
The time limit was up 
today . 
With Hank Greenberg and 17 
others in the nation’s service, 
the Tigers could use some rein­ 


forcements, and General Man­ 
ager Jack Zeller would derive 
personal satisfaction from get­ 
ting back some of the 90, but 
those still in the game are well 
sewed up.
